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The old cock-book racket dropped in to see the 
local merchants y esterday armed with a permit to 
solicit gained from the Chamber of Commerce 
through misrepresentation and with an order 
book in one hand and a v erbal blackjack in the 
other. 
Why the good ladies who toil so conscientious­ 
ly through the y ear to promote the activ ities of 
their church circles will fall for this bunk and let 
themselv es be pursuaded to endorse the scheme is 
a my stery that only time and a thorough under­ 
standing of feminine reasoning will ev er prov ide 
an answer to. 
Here’s how it works: 
Some printer needs business and he has a 
smooth and fast talking solicitor contact some or­ 
ganization, usually a group of ladies who want to 
earn some money for their church circle, and this 
solicitor tells ’em that if they ’ll endorse this, as it 
happened to be in this case, cook-book and help 
sell the adv ertisements in it they can make some 
money . 
It listens good and the good ladies put on their 
best bib and tucker and sally forth with the solici­ 
tor to call on the merchants. And here’s the im­ 
portant gimmick in the deal—these ladies inv ari­ 
ably go to the merchants with whom they trade 
because, tucked away in the back of their heads is 
the idea that he just can’t refuse to buy because 
the local lady is his customer and, if he don’t buy 
she won’t trade with him no more. 
Like a fish caught on a hook the merchants 
tries to wiggle off by telling the solicitor and her 
local ally he just can’t do it unless the project is 
giv en the green light by the Chamber of Commerce 
and usually it is a hard job for the manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce to turn a deaf ear and say 
they can’t hav e the permit so—they usually get 
one. 
Now if the good ladies who are try ing to raise 
some money for their organization were really be­ 
ing giv en an honest, fair div ision of the loot it 
would not be quite so bad—but they don’t. Take 
the case of the proposition put up to the merchants 
here y esterday . 
In the first place the two women—both of them 
from out of the city — went to J im McAnelly and 
by half-truths and just plain misrepresentation 
secured a pefmit to solicit the local merchants. 
How successful they were is not known. Un­ 
doubtedly some merchants fell for the scheme and 
bought space—they alway s do. 
As far as could be learned the scheme under 
promotion here y esterday was simply this — a 
printing company offered to print the cookbooks 
at no cost to the ladies sponsoring the book, pro­ 
v ided they could sell the ads. The ads ran from 
$2.5 0 for a signature to, so one merchant reported, 
$30 per page. The cook book, as he described it 
was about four inches by nine inches. Allowing 
half a page of ads to half a page of recipes, and 
prov ided they onV put out a 20 page cookbook it 
means $300 minimum for the printer because the 
ladies didn’t get any of the money from the ads 
sold. To print the book, using the standard formu­ 
la employ ed by all honest printers, would not cost 
more than $15 0.00. 
And what do the good ladies get for their help? 
J ust the priv ilege of receiv ing a specified number 
of copies of the cook book which they will be per­ 
mitted to sell at a buck apiece! Its simply a glori­ 
fied v ersion of the once popular “ put and take” 
game— the good ladies of the church put in their 
effort and the promoter takes the loot! 
This ty pe of promotion which is based solely 
on the idea that the merchants just can’t refuse 
when their customers come in and politely black 
jack ’em is ex actly what the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Better Business Bureaus and other similar 
organizations are try ing to put an end to. If church 
circles, or other organizations, hav e a legitimate 
and worthy proposition to raise money for an en- 
dorsable cause they don’t hav e to call in outside 
‘high pressure’ salesmen. Any reputable printer 
will be glad to discuss the matter with them and 
tell them how they can sell the ads to pay for the 
book and gain a little profit for themselv es. 
To the good ladies who think they can raise 
money in this fashion—why spend y our effort 
helping someone else skim off the grav y ? 
Booklets, calendars, programs supporting a 
local project are legitimate enough and, in the 
past, as probably in the future, the local merchants 
are not niggardly in their support through adv er­ 
tising if they are assured they are helping our own 
people and not just prov iding business for a 
‘foreigner’.

142, 277 Americans 
Killed in Korean War 


WASHINGTON UP\ — The Defense 
Department today. announced 
a 
preliminary b attle casualty total 
of 142,277 Americans killed, wound­ 
ed and missing for the whole Ko­ 
rean War. 
The tentative total was given in 
what the Pentagon said would b e 
the last regular weekly sum m ary 
of b attle casualties. It showed a 
net decrease of 17 from last week, 
reflecting the addition of 19 killed, 
a decrease* of 23 missing and the 
transfer of 19 wounded to a non­ 
b attle classification. 
Auditing of casualty figures will 
continue for months, possib ly years 
b efore a final figure can b e reached 
to tell the full story of the cost 
of the Korean conflict in term s of 
dead, wounded and missing. 
The revision process will inevit­ 
ab ly raise the tentative death toll 
of 25,604, as confirmation is ob ­ 
tained on American deaths in en­ 
emy prison camps. The numb er of 
missing will decrease gradually as 
the death toll rises. The missing 
figure will eventually reach a the­ 
oretical zero when, after all th^ 
checks and investigations are com­ 
pleted, men remaining on the miss­ 
ing list will be declared dead.

Blasting Governor Phil Donnel­ 
ly for his veto of the $9,250,000 
school appropriation, J. S. Wallace, 
S c o t t C o un t y representative, 
speaking b efore the Kiwanis Club 
last night, said he hopes the gov­ 
ernor immediately calls for a spe­ 
cial session of legislature to give 
the schools more money.

eral revenue. 
Turning to legislation passed at 
the last session of the legislature, 
Wallace pointed out the new laws 
that will affect Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
One new law, introduced b y 
Wallace, now allows draniage dis­ 
tricts to pool their money to pur­ 
chase dredges to keep the ditches 
clear. 
There is also a new county road 
law to replace the King-Thompson 
b ill. Under the new' setup counties 
now get $1000 per mile from the 
government to b uild roads and an 
ex tra $100 per mile to maintain 
them if the county puts up $50. 
Wallace pointed out that South­ 
east Missouri is fortunate to get 
$25,000 from the state for cotton 
research. Wallace was author of 
the $25,000 amendment. He said 
he b elieves the SEMO has a great 
future in cotton and that is the 
reason 
he 
fought 
to 
get 
the 
amendment passed. 
Cotton, he said, is the second 
largest cash crop in the state and 
amounted to $82,000,000 last year, 
b eing surpassed only b y soyb eans, 
$90,000,000. Comb ined they give 
the SEMO area more money than 
is ob tained from all the other 
crops in the state. 
He also had high praise for the 
new driver’s responsib ility 
law 
which goes into effect the latter 
part of this month, and pointed 
out that Missouri has needed such 
a law for several years. 
Dw’elling on the filled milk b ill 
for a few minutes, Wallace said 
the fight on this proposition was 
one of the b itterest staged during 
the past session.

In combining people and places in pictures, decide which one y ou 
want to feature and make the other part of the subject secondary * 


Picturing People and Places 
T 
HE two most popular subjects 
for v acation snapshots seem to 
be people and places. Very often 
the two are combined in one pic­ 
ture, with the people in the v aca­ 
tioning party being photographed 
in the v arious places of interest 
v isited. 
In today ’s column I’d like to take 
up way s and means of making this 
combination of places and people 
as successful as possible and to 
discuss how to make each and 
ev ery picture an important part of 
the v acation picture story . 
When one or more people, and 
an important place, are a part of 
the same picture, y ou can’t v ery 
often giv e them equal billing. You 
y ou hav e to feature one or the 
other. When both subjects are im­ 
portant to y ou at the same time, 
the best thing to do is take two 
pictures. In one snapshot, feature 
the place, including the people, if 
y ou wish. But do it in such a way 
that the people are definitely sec­ 
ondary . Use them as props to help 
emphasize y our primary subject. 


In the next picture, feature the 
people and let the place serv e as 
a distinctiv e background. 
In the picture abov e, the pho­ 
tographer’s interest was obv iously 
centered on the magnificent snow­ 
capped mountain v iew. The three 
people in the foreground are not 
featured at a ll Yet, their presence, 
with backs to camera, in the fore­ 
ground, helps giv e a true picture 
of the depth of the scene. The 
simple fact that they are looking 
at the scene adds to its significance. 
If the photographer had wanted 
a good picture of the three people, 
all he would hav e need to do was 
turn tiie people around, to face 
the camera and mov ed in closer. 
Then the people would dominate 
the picture and the beautiful 
mountain scene would merely be­ 
come an attractiv e background 
setting for the primary subject. 
The important thing about pic­ 
turing people and places in the 
same picture is to stop and think 
which y ou want to do and snap 
them one at a time.

badges and whistles and will be 
required to w ear a semi-uniform 
probably of khaki. They will not 
be available for ordinary, daily 
police work, nor will they under 
any circum stances take any p art 
in the regular enforcem ent of the 
law beyond such participation as 
they m ay be called upon as in­ 
dividuals to act by the city chief 
of police or the sheriff of the coun­ 
ty. In such cases, as citizens of 
the country, they are obligated to 
do w hatever they may if called 
upon by the regular law enforce­ 
m ent officers.

The World Series of hamdom was 
held at Sedalie, Mo., last week. It 
was a mouth-watering event — and 
as was a related feature of the 
Missouri State Fair,—of global sig­ 
nificance.

She 
was a cohost since the tent for 
her show on the Midway was the 
biggest at the fair and space was 
needed for some 700 devotees of 
Missouri’s justly renowned country- 
cured, hickory-smoked hams. 
Other states may dispute the 
international significance of Mis­ 
souri’s ham show. Virginia, in fact, 
has already taken vitriolic except­ 
ion, Governor John S. Battle in a 
telegram on the ham breakfast 
sneered at Missouri’s competition 
with Virginia’s country—cured and 
Smithfield hams. “Virginia,” aver­ 
red the Governor, “rests secure 


in the quality and savor of her 
pork, for which there is no substi­ 
tute.” 
Another bristling wire from R.H. 
Bogle, president of the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce, read 
“We regret that the demand for 
famous Virginia hams by epicures 
throughout the world has so de­ 
pleted our supplies that none are 
available to compete at your break­ 
fast. Smithfield hams are sold out 
for years ahead. Virginia hams are 
forever foremost in the taste and 
mind of the public, but they wel­ 
come the sincere form of flat­ 
tery which your hams provide.”

Virginius 
Dabney, the erudite and dignified 
Leader, provided a temperate note. 
Admitting that he was drooling at 
I the thought of a Missouri ham, he 
I lamented that he must console him­ 
self “with several Virginia mint 
juleps and Smithfield ham, which 
ain’t bad.” 
To Robert E. Lee Hill of Co­ 
lumbia, Mo., self-appointed global 
ambassador for Missouri ham and 
the toastmaster at the breakfast, 
it was plain that Virginia’s claims 
are based solely on jealousy—green-

cede that Cooper and Moniteau 
Counties have a product superior to 
any except Boon County hams. As 
president of Rotary International a 
few years ago. Col. Bob preached 
the gospel of Boone County ham 
literally around the world. 
Today, as the result of his efforts. 
Boone County ham is listed on the 
menus of famous restaurants all 
over the nation. President Truman 
serves it on state ocassins in the 
White House. Last Wednesday’s 
breakfast program was broadcast 
over a nation-wide radio hookup.

Win­ 
ning championships is an old story 
with the Tising family. Carl Tising 
has frequently carried off top hon­ 
ors at previous state ham shows.

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The old cook-book racket dropped in to see the 
local merchants yesterday armed with a permit to 
solicit gained from the Chamber of Commerce 
through 
misrepresentation and with an order 
book in one hand and a verbal blackjack in the 
other. 
Why the good ladies who toil so conscientious­ 
ly through the year to promote the activities of 
their church circles will fall for this bunk anil let 
themselves be pursuaded to endorse the scheme is 
a mystery that only time and a thorough under­ 
standing of feminine reasoning will ever provide 
an answer to. 
Here’s how it w orks: 
Some printer needs business and he has a 
smooth and fast talking solicitor contact some or­ 
ganization. usually a group of ladies who want to 
earn some money for their church circle, and this 
solicitor tells ’em that if they’ll endorse this, as it 
happened to be in this case, cook-book and help 
sell the advertisements in it they can make some 
money. 
It listens good and the good ladies put on their 
best bib and tucker and sally forth with the solici­ 
tor to call on the merchants. And here’s the im­ 
portant gimmick in the deal— these ladies invari­ 
ably go to the merchants with whom they trade 
because, tucked away in the back of their heads is 
the idea that he just can’t refuse to buy because 
the local lady is his customer and, if he don’t buy 
she won’t trade with him no more. 
Like a fish caught on a hook the merchants 
tries to wiggle off by telling the solicitor and her 
local ally he just can’t do it unless the project is 
given the green light by the Chamber of Commerce 
and usually it is a hard job for the manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce to turn a deaf ear and say 
they can’t have the permit so— they usually get 
one. 
Now if the good ladies who are trying to raise 
some money for their organization were really be­ 
ing given an honest, fair division of the loot it 
would not be quite so bad— but they don’t. Take 
the case of the proposition put up to the merchants 
here yesterday. 
In the first place the two women— both of them 
from out of the city— went to Jim McAnelly and 
by half-truths and just plain misrepresentation 
secured a permit to solicit the local merchants. 
How successful they were is not known. Un­ 
doubtedly some merchants fell for the scheme and 
bought space— they always do. 
As far as could be learned the scheme under 
promotion here yesterday was simply this — a 
printing company offered to print the cookbooks 
at no cost to the ladies sponsoring the book, pro­ 
vided they could sell the ads. The ads ran from 
$2.50 for a signature to, so one merchant reported, 
$30 per page. The cook book, as he described it 
was about four inches by nine inches. Allowing 
half a page of ads to half a page of recipes, and 
provided they on^y put out a 20 page cookbook it 
means $300 minimum for the printer because the 
ladies didn’t get any of the money from the ads 
sold. To print the book, using the standard formu­ 
la employed by all honest printers, would not cost 
more than $150.00. 
And what do the good ladies get for their help? 
Just the privilege of receiving a specified number 
of copies of the cook book which they will be per­ 
mitted to sell at a buck apiece! Its simply a g lo ri­ 
fied version of the once popular “put and take’’ 
game— the good ladies of the church put in their 
effort and the promoter takes the loot! 
This type of promotion which is based solely 
on the idea that the merchants just can’t refuse 
when their customers come in and politely black 
jack ’em is exactly what the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, B etter Business Bureaus and other similar 
organizations are trying to put an end to. If church 
circles, or other organizations, have a legitimate 
and worthy proposition to raise money for an en- 
dorsable cause they don’t have to call in outside 
‘high pressure’ salesmen. Any reputable printer 
will be glad to discuss the m atter with them and 
tell them how they can sell the ads to pay for the 
book and gain a little profit for themselves. 
To the good ladies who think they can raise 
money in this fashion-—why spend your effort 
helping someone else skim off the gravy? 
Booklets, calendars, programs supporting a 
local project are legitimate enough and, in the 
past, as probably in the future, the local merchants 
are not niggardly in their support through adver­ 
tising if they are assured they are helping our own 
people and not just providing business for a 
‘foreigner’.

142,277 Americans 
Killed in Korean War 


WASHINGTON itfi — The Defense 
Department 
today 
announced 
a 
preliminary battle casualty total 
of 142.277 Americans killed, wound­ 
ed and missing for the whole Ko­ 
rean War. 
The tentative total was given in 
what the Pentagon said would be 
the last regular weekly summary 
of battle casualties. It showed a 
net decrease of 17 from last week, 
reflecting the addition of 19 killed, 
a decrease of 23 missing and the 
transfer of 19 wounded to a non­ 
battle classification. 
Auditing of casualty figures will 
continue for months, possibly years 
before a final figure can be reached 
to tell the full story of the cost 
of the Korean conflict in terms of 
dead, wounded and missing. 
The revision process will inevit­ 
ably raise the tentative death toll 
of 25.004, as confirmation is ob­ 
tained on American deaths in en­ 
emy prison camps. The number of 
missing will decrease gradually as 
the death toll rises. The missing 
figure will eventually reach a the­ 
oretical zero when, after all tht* 
checks and investigations are com­ 
pleted, men remaining on the miss­ 
ing list will be declared dead.

Wallace Wants Governor 
To Call Special Session 
To Get Schools Money 


Blasting Governor Phil Donnel­ 
ly for his veto of the $9,250,000 
school appropriation, J. S. Wallace, 
S c o t t C o u n t y representative, 
speaking before the Kiwanis Club 
last night, said he hopes the gov­ 
ernor immediately calls for a spe­ 
cial session of legislature to give 
tiie schools more money.

Turning to legislation passed at 
the last session of the legislature, 
Wallace pointed out the new laws 
that

affect Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
One 
new 
law,

by 
Wallace, now allows draniuge dis­ 
tricts to pool their money to pur­ 
chase dredges to keep the ditches 
clear. 
There is also a new county road 
law to replace the King-Thompson 
bill. Under the new setup counties 
now get $1000 per mile from the 
government to build roads and an 
extra $100 per mile to maintain 
them if the county puts up $50. 
Wallace pointed out that South­ 
east Missouri is fortunate to get 
$25,000 from the state for cotton 
research. Wallace was author of 
the $25,000 amendment. He said 
he believes the SEMO has a great 
future in cotton and that is the 
reason 
he 
fought 
to 
get 
the 
amendment passed. 
Cotton, he said, is the second 
largest cash crop in the state and 
amounted to $82,000,000 last year, 
being surpassed only by soybeans, 
$90,000,000. Combined they give 
the SEMO area more money than 
is obtained 
from 
all the 
other 
crops in the state. 
He also had high praise for the 
new 
driver’s 
responsibility 
law 
which goes into effect the latter 
part of this month, and pointed 
out that Missouri has needed such 
a law for several years. 
Dwelling on the filled milk bill 
for a few minutes, Wallace said 
the fight on this proposition was 
one of the bitterest staged during 
the past session. Most of the oppo­ 
sition, according to Wallace, was 
from ‘he Missouri Farmers Assoc­ 
iation in the interest of Missouri 
dairymen. The bill passed in the 
house, but died with a committee 
in senate, Wallace said.

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The old cook-book racket dropped in to see the 
local merchants yesterday armed with a permit to 
solicit gained from the Chamber of Commerce 
through misrepresentation and with an order 
book in one hand and a verbal blackjack in the 
other. 
Why the good ladies who toil so conscientious­ 
ly through the year to promote the activities of 
their church circles will fall for this bunk and let 
themselves be pursuaded to endorse the scheme is 
a mystery that only time and a thorough under­ 
standing of feminine reasoning will ever provide 
an answer to. 
Here’s how it works: 
Some printer needs business and he has a 
smooth and fast talking solicitor contact some or­ 
ganization, usually a group of ladies who want to 
earn some money for their church circle, and this 
solicitor tells ’em that if they’ll endorse this, as it 
happened to be in this case, cook-book and help 
sell the advertisements in it they can make some 
money. 
It listens good and the good ladies put on their 
hest bib and tucker and sally forth with the solici­ 
tor to call on the merchants. And here’s the im­ 
portant gimmick in the deal— these ladies invari­ 
ably go to the merchants with whom they trade 
because, tucked away in the back of their heads is 
the idea that he just can’t refuse to buy because 
the local lady is his customer and, if he don’t buy 
she won’t trade with him no more. 
Like a fish caught on a hook the merchants 
tries to wiggle off by telling the solicitor and her 
local ally he just can’t do it unless the project is 
given the green light by the Chamber of Commerce 
and usually it is a hard job for the manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce to turn a deaf ear and say 
they can’t have the permit so— they usually get 
one. 
Now if the good ladies who are trying to raise 
some money for their organization were really be­ 
ing given an honest, fair division of the loot it 
would not be quite so bad— but they don’t. Take 
the case of the proposition put up to the merchants 
here yesterday. 
In the first place the two women— both of them 
from out of the city— went to Jim McAnelly and 
by half-truths and just plain misrepresentation 
secured a pefmit to solicit the local merchants. 
How succejflsful they were is not known. Un­ 
doubtedly some merchants fell for the scheme and 
bought space— they always do. 
As far as could be learned the scheme under 
promotion here yesterday was simply this — a 
printing company offered to print the cookbooks 
at no cost to the ladies sponsoring the book, pro­ 
vided they could sell the ads. The ads ran from 
$2.50 for a signature to, so one merchant reported, 
$30 per page. The cook book, as he described it 
was about four inches by nine inches. Allowing 
half a page of ads to half a page of recipes, and 
provided they only put out a 20 page cookbook it 
means $300 minimum for the printer because the 
ladies didn’t get any of the money from the ads 
sold. To print the book, using the standard formu­ 
la employed by all honest printers, would not cost 
more than $150.00. 
And what do the good ladies get for their help? 
Just the privilege of receiving a specified number 
of copies of the cook book which they will be per­ 
mitted to sell at a buck apiece! Its simply a glori­ 
fied version of the once popular “ put and take” 
game— the good ladies of the church put in their 
effort and the promoter takes the loot! 
This type of promotion which is based solely 
on the idea that the merchants just can’t refuse 
when their customers come in and politely black 
jack ’em is exactly what the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Better Business Bureaus and other similar 
organizations are trying to put an end to. lf church 
circles, or other organizations, have a legitimate 
and worthy proposition to raise money for an en­ 
dorsable cause they don’t have to call in outside 
‘high pressure’ salesmen. Any reputable printer 
will be glad to discuss the matter with them and 
tell them how’ they can sell the ads to pay for the 
book and gain a little profit for themselves. 
To the good ladies who think they can raise 
money in this fashion— why spend your effort 
helping someone else skim off the gravy? 
Booklets, calendars, programs supporting a 
local project are legitimate enough and, in the 
past, as probably in the future, the local merchants 
are not niggardly in their support through adver­ 
tising if they are assured they are helping our own 
people and not just providing business for a 
‘foreigner’.

142,277 Americans 
Killed in Korean War 


WASHINGTON UP — Tile Defense 
Department today. announced a 
preliminary battle casualty total 
of 142.277 Americans killed, wound­ 
ed and missing for the whole Ko­ 
rean War. 
The tentative total was given in 
what the Pentagon said would be 
the last regular weekly summary 
of battle casualties. It showed a 
net decrease of 17 from last week, 
reflecting the addition of 19 killed, 
a decrease' of 23 missing and the 
transfer of 19 wounded to a non­ 
battle classification. 
Auditing of casualty figures will 
continue for months, possibly years 
before a final figure can be reached 
to tell the full story of the cost 
of the Korean conflict in terms of 
dead, wounded and missing. 
The revision process will inevit­ 
ably raise the tentative death toll 
of 25.604, as confirmation is ob­ 
tained on American deaths in en­ 
emy prison camps. The number of 
missing will decrease gradually as 
the death toll rises. The missing 
figure will eventually reach a the­ 
oretical zero when, after all th<* 
checks and investigations are com­ 
pleted, men remaining on the miss­ 
ing list will be declared dead.

In combining people and places in pictures, decide which one you 
want to feature and make the other part of the subject secondary. 
Picturing People and Places 


T 
HE two most popular subjects 
for vacation snapshots seem to 
be people and places. Very often 
the two are combined in one pic­ 
ture, with the people in the vaca­ 
tioning party being photographed 
in the various places of interest 
visited. 
In today’s column I’d like to take 
up ways and means of making this 
combination of places and people 
as successful as possible and to 
discuss how to make each and 
every picture an im portant part of 
the vacation picture story.

Yet, their presence, 
with backs to camera, in the fore­ 
ground, helps give a true picture 
of the depth of the scene. The 
simple fact that they are looking 
at the scene adds to its significance. 
If the photographer had wanted 
a good picture of the three people, 
ail he would have need to do was 
turn tiie people around, to face 
the camera and moved in closer. 
Then the people would dominate 
the p ic tu re and th e beautif ul 
mountain scene would merely be­ 
come an attractive 
background 
setting for the primary subject. 
The important thing about pic­ 
turing people and places in the 
same picture is to stop and think 
which you want to do and snap 
them one at a time.

In combining people and plare» in picture*, decide which one you 
want to feature and make the other part of lite subject secondary. 
Picturing People and Places 
T 
HE two most popular subjects 
for vacation snapshots seem to 
be people and places. Very often 
the two are combined in one pic­ 
ture, with the people in the vaca­ 
tioning party being photographed 
in the various places of interest 
visited. 
In today’s column I’d like to take 
up ways and means of making this 
combination of places and people 
as successful as possible and to 
discuss how to make each and 
every picture an important part of 
the vacation picture story. 
When one or more people, and 
an im portant place, are a part of 
the same picture, you can’t very 
often give them equal billing. You 
you have to feature one or the 
other. When botli subjects are im­ 
portant to you at the same time, 
the best thing to do is take two 
pictures. In one snapshot, feature 
the place, including the people, if 
you wish. But do it in such a way 
that the people are definitely sec­ 
ondary. Use them as props to help 
emphasize your prim ary subject. 


In the next picture, feature the 
people and let the place serve as 
a distinctive background. 
In the picture above, the pho­ 
tographer’s interest was obviously 
centered on the magnificent snow­ 
capped mountain view. The three 
people in the foreground are not 
featured at a ll Yet, their presence, 
with backs to camera, in the fore­ 
ground, helps give a true picture 
of the depth of the scene. The 
simple fact that they are looking 
at the scene adds to its significance. 
If the photographer had wanted 
a good picture of the three people, 
all he would have need to do was 
turn Uie people around, to face 
the camera and moved in closer. 
Then the people would dominate 
the p ictu re and th e beau tifu l 
mountain scene would merely be­ 
come an attractive background 
setting for the primary subject. 
The im portant thing about pic­ 
turing people and places in the 
same picture is to stop and think 
which you want to do and snap 
them one at a time.

requirc'd to w ear a semi-uniform 
probably of khaki. They will not 
bt' available for ordinary, daily 
police work. nor will they under 
any circum stances take any part 
in the regular enforcem ent of the 
law beyond such participation as 
they m ay be called upon as in­ 
dividuals to act by the city chief 
of police or the sheriff of the coun­ 
ty. In such cases, as citizens of 
. the country, they are obligated to 
do w hatever they m ay if called 
upon by the regular law enforce­ 
m ent officers.

“ The auxiliary police corps of 
the Civil 
Defense can only be 
called out for duty in cases of ex­ 
trem e em ergency by the governor 
of the state or the m ayor of the 
city, who is the over-all head of 
the agency and such calls to duty 
will be m ade through the chief of 
the auziliary police, in this case, 
Frank Ferrell, or the director of

“ It is our desire to bring into

The World Series of hanidom was 
held at Sedalie, Mo., last week. It 
was a mouth-watering event — and 
as was a related feature of the 
Missouri State Fair,—of global sig­ 
nificance. The world’s first state­ 
wide ham breakfast was given last 
Wednesday 
morning 
with 
gour­ 
mands in attendance from as far 
north as Canada, as deep in the 
South as Texas and as far East 
as the nation’s capital—to say noth­ 
ing of another internationally known 
Missouri product, Sally Rand. She 
was a cohost since the tent for 
her show on the Midway was the 
biggest at the fair and space was 
needed for some 700 devotees of 
Missouri’s justly renowned country- 
cured, hickory-smoked hams. 
Other states may dispute the 
international significance 
of Mis­ 
souri’s ham show. Virginia, in fact, 
has already taken vitriolic except­ 
ion. Governor John S. Battle in a 
telegram on the ham breakfast 
sneered at Missouri’s competition 
with Virginia’s country—cured and 
Smithfield hams. “Virginia,” aver­ 
red the Governor, “rests secure 


in the quality and savor of her 
pork, for which there is no substi­ 
tute.” 
Another bristling wire from R.H. 
Bogle, president of the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce, read 
“ We regret that the demand for 
famous Virginia hams by epicures 
throughout the world has so de­ 
pleted our supplies that none are 
available to compete at your break­ 
fast. Smithfield hams are sold out 
for years ahead. Virginia hams are 
forever foremost in the taste and 
mind of the public, but they wel­ 
come the sincere form of flat­ 
tery which your hams provide.” 


There were other Virginia yelps 
of 
protest, 
but 
only 
Virginius 
Dabney, the erudite and dignified 
Leader, provided a tem perate note. 
Admitting that he was drooling at 
the thought of a Missouri ham, he 
lamented that he must console him­ 
self “ with several Virginia mint 
juleps and Smithfield ham, which 
ain’t bad.” 
To Robert E. Lee Hill of Co­ 
lumbia. Mo., self-appointed global 
ambassador for Missouri ham and 
the toastmaster at the breakfast, 
it was plain that Virginia’s claims 
are based solely on jealousy—green- 


County hams, -though he will con­ 
cede that Cooper and Moniteau 
Counties have a product superior to 
any except Boon County hams. As 
president of Rotary International a 
few years ago. Col. Bob preached 
the gospel of Boone County ham 
literally around the world. 
Today, as the result of his efforts. 
Boone County ham is listed on the 
menus of famous restaurants all 
over the nation.

breakfast program was broadcast 
over a nation-wide radio hookup.

eight in the bacon contest. Other

iteau County to enter the feud with 
Boone and Cooper Counties for the 
distinction of the w'orld's finest 
smoked pork products.
